* west Bird and Mammal Club loses one of its active members, and wild * 

* life in general has lost one of its best friends. * 

* Mr. Renick was one of the Clubfe Cnarter Members and his death is the * 

* first that has occurred in the membership since its organization. * 

* Although primarily interested in bird-life in a greater or less * 

* degree from his boyhood* he was always ready to lend his efforts to * 

* the furthering of protective measures relating to the preservation of * 

* wild-life of all kinds. Serving many terms in both Houses of the * 

* State Legislature, his assistance in this respect proved most beneficial, * 

* and the results he obtained as reflected in good legislation will remain * 

* a tribute to his memory. * 

* Mr. Renick' s early hoyhood was passed in Concord, New Hampshire; later * 
| he removed to Detroit, Michigan. In the latter place he became much * 
*, interested in ornithology, having as contemporaries some of the older * 

* ornithologists of that section, and from them he acquired his early know- * 

* ledge in the mysteries of this science; and the memories of these boy- * 

* hood days spent out of doors proved a source of unfailing delight in * 

* later years, when he was deeply engrossed in business oares. * 

* He came to Seattle in 1889, and contributed a share to the development * 

* and growth of the city. He always maintained his interest in ornithology * 
| and as occasion offered it was his pleasure to take long trips in the f 

* open and study the bird life of this section, and as a result of these | 

* frequent excursions be obtained an excellent knowledge regarding its $ 

* avian fauna. | 

* In no ways was he a collector, for he made these trips simply on $ 

* account of the delight obtained therefrom, and the additional satis- * 

* faction later in relating his observations. | 

* Subsequently he evinced a keen interest in photography, becoming very J 
| proficient in this respect, some of his work receiving the highest * 

* commendation. $ 

* In a business way he was engaged in real estate in Seattle* and by f 

* his knowledge of this profession was enabled to further most excellent * 

* legislation, as related to taxation matters, affecting the community. | 

* One of the most important statutes or the State bears his name, this * 

* relating to the control of certain funds in the larger cities of the * 

* State . *

* be long remembered. He was friendly and genial in his disposition, and *
